2. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 2 and 5, the closest prior art of record to Harper fails to teach or 
suggest the gathering of muhiple signal sources (from a plurality of cameras), digitally 
compressing muhiple video/audio signals muhiplexed them, and then for transmitting a 
combined digital program stream. Harper teaches a similar technique but from only a single 
source (from the instructor's site) to the students, not the reverse situation. In addition, Harper 
also lacks the step of transmitting the combined digital stream.
